1 CERTIFICATE OF REGISTRATION: Each applicant for a Certificate of
Registration authorized by Regulation 1V of thesdeR and Regulations shall pay an
application fee of $75.00 and a processing fegasified in Table | of this Rule for
each stationary compression ignition (Cl) enginedus Agricultural Operations.
Thereafter, each owner or operator shall pay anémenewal fee as specified in
Table I. Biennial renewal fees are due and payabl&ter than two (2) years from
the date the Certificate of Registration was ifitisssued, and every two (2) years
thereafter. These fees are based on the estimas¢aicissuance, services rendered,
surveillance, and evaluation pertaining to suchifieate(s) of Registration. All fees
collected shall be deposited in the Butte County Quality Management District’s
(DISTRICT) Account.

1.1  Limitation to Application and Renewal Fees

1.1.3  Notwithstanding the fees specified in Table I,hétactual costs of
processing an application for a Certificate of Ragtion
substantially differs from the fees assessed putsoathis Section,
the applicant may be assessed the actual cogietersnined by the
Air Pollution Control Officer (APCO).

2 INSPECTION FEES: As determined by the APCO, each emissions uniwvfach
a Certificate of Registration has been issued shallsubject to inspection fees
pursuant to Rule 501-Technical Evaluation Feesheté¢ Rules and Regulations.
Fees assessed shall not exceed the estimated abksocosts of completing
inspections required by law or DISTRICT Rules og&ations.

3 TECHNICAL EVALUATION FEES: The owner or operator of any in-use CI
engine used in agricultural operations that is ted¢avithin a %2-mile radius of any
receptor location and that requests a compliantenston from the requirement to
meet the emissions standards for diesel particuatatter in Rule 1001 of these Rules
and Regulations by the applicable deadline mayegginat a technical evaluation be
conducted by the DISTRICT to verify that the requegets the criteria outlined in
DISTRICT Rule 1001 for granting such an extensimy owner or operator making
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such a request shall pay an additional fee purdoadtSTRICT Rule 501-Technical
Evaluation Fees for the actual staff time requtcedomplete the evaluation.

4  TRANSFER OF OWNERSHIP: Each applicant for a Transfer of Ownership of a
Certificate of Registration shall pay a fee of $80to cover the administrative costs
of transferring the registration to the new owner.

5 CERTIFICATE OF REGISTRATION ISSUED BY THE HEARING BOARD:
A Certificate of Registration issued by the DISTRIBearing Board shall be subject
to the fees pursuant to this Rule.

6 INDEMNIFICATION: Each applicant for, and recipient of, a Certtigcaof
Registration agrees to indemnify, defend and hole DISTRICT (including its
Board Members, officers, directors, managers, eyagl® and agents) harmless and
free and clear from and against any liability, delsligation, claim, judgment, action,
cause of action or cost or expense, of any amaumatoire whatsoever incurred by or
imposed upon the DISTRICT arising out of, as altesf) related to or in any way
connected with the denial, issuance, modificationrenewal of a Certificate of
Registration, including a Certificate of Registoatiissued by the Hearing Board.
Such costs or expenses shall include, but notrbiéelil to, reasonable attorney fees,
expert witness fees and all other litigation exgsns
